U.S.-Russia N-Pact Put In Force 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -P re s i­ 
dent Nixon and Andrei A. Gro­ 
myko today ceremonially com­ 
pleted ratification of the U.S.- 
Soviet nuclear arms arsenal 
agreements which Nixon called 
the first step toward “ a world 
of peace.” 
Nixon and the Soviet foreign 
minister signed and exchanged 
the formal documents which 
brought into force agreements 
reached by Nixon and Kremlin 
leaders last May in Moscow. 
As diplomats of both nations, 
as well as congressional and 
adm inistration leaders, lis­ 
tened, both Nixon and Gromyko 
referred to the treaty as a first 
step in arm s control. The two 
nations will resume strategic 
arm s limitations talks soon. In­ 


formed sources said the confer­ 
ence would begin next month in 
Geneva. 
Gromyko, speaking through 
an interpreter, said the agree­ 
ments “ will go down in history 
as a significant step in reducing 
the arms race.” 


Said Nixon: “ This is the first 
limitation of offensive and de­ 
fensive nuclear arm s ever en­ 
tered into. This is the first step 
in reducing the danger of war 
and increasing the chances of 
peace. 


“ There remains a significant 
number of categories in the 
nuclear field that are not cov­ 
ered. We must now move from 
the first step to the vitally 
important next step where we 


consider the full range of nucle­ 
ar arm s.” 
The President added. “ These 
agreements raise hopes of all 
the people of the world ... for a 
world of peace.” 
Gromyko said the ag ree­ 
ments are “ in the interest of all 
nations because security and 
peace are their common goal.” 
He said the treaties “ signify 
a success for the policy of 
p e a c e fu l c o -e x iste n c e .” He 


pledged that the Soviet Union 
will abide by the treaties and 
work to extend nuclear arms 
limitations. 
Nixon and Gromyko returned 
from an overnight stay at 
Camp David —Gromyko’s first 
visit to the presidential retreat 
in W estern M aryland since 
spending a night there with 
Nikita S. Khrushchev in 1959 — 
less than an hour before the 
ratificatio n cerem ony in the 


White House East Room. 
First came an exchange of 
formal instruments of ratifica­ 
tion of a treaty limiting antibal- 
listic missile systems. This was 
followed by an exchange of 
letters between Nixon and Sovi­ 
et President Nikolai N. Podgor- 
ny formally notifying each oth­ 
e r 
of 
a c c e p ta n c e

com panion five-year interim 
agreem ent restricting offensive 
missiles. 


M cKeon a tto rn e y A lb ert 
Bianchi predicted construction 
of the eight-story office build­ 
ing, two-storv office structure 
and multilevel parking garage 
would begin next month and be 
completed within a year.

Included in the courthouse 
project is a 17-car parking area 


Bianchi said the exterio r 
parking area could be used by 
weekend crowds at the Mission, 
but made no mention of why 
the lot had been included in the 
revised plans in defiance of the 
planning commission. 
Although no councilman ob­ 
jected to the 17-car lot before 
approving the proposal, Coun­ 
cilman John A. Miskimen later 
said he had thought that all 
exterior parking had been elim­ 
inated from the plan. 
Miskimen had earlier urged 
his colleagues to w aive all 


parking requirements for the 
project and eliminate the larg­ 
er, 260-car multilevel garage, 
but the motion died for lack of 
a second. 
In approving the McKeon pro­ 
posal. the council was mindful 
of a timetable under which the 
firm must purchase the land by 
Oct. 25. Under a eity-county 
agreement, the county will re­ 
tain ownership of the parcel 
until McKeon com pletes the 
sale. The firm, which has al­ 
ready paid the city $10,000, 
must pay a $*>40,000 balance by 
the October deadline. 
In giving its nod to the pro­ 
posal, the council rejected an 
appeal by William F. Rowen of 
55 Marquard Avenue of plan­ 
ning commission approval of 
the complex. 


Rowen said he objected to the 
flat, box-like impression of the 
eight-story office building to be 
constructed parallel to A Street. 
“ I haven’t talked to anybody 
who has said this building is 
attractive,” he said. 
Rowen said approval of the 
complex would set an unattrac­ 
tive precedent for development 
of the downtown area under 
city red ev elo p m en t p la n s.

Mill Valley Mayors 
Term In Office Cut

In a move which caught May­ 
or Jean S. Barnard completely 
off guard, the Mill Valley City 
Council last night cut the term 
of mayor from two years to one 
and then ignored Mrs. Bar­ 
nard's plea to be exempted 
from the policy.

At nearly 1 a.m., with only 
three persons in the audience, 
the council briefly discussed the 
proposal and voted 3 to 1 to end 
Mrs. Barnard's term next April 
rather than in April 1974. 
Councilman Robert E. Burton 
voted against the measure and 
Mrs. Barnard abstained. 
The term of mayor was re­ 
duced to one year, but it was 
decided that an incum bent 
mayor could be reelected for 
additional terms by the council. 
Visibly upset, Mrs. Barnard 
asked the council to extend her 
the courtesy as incumbent may­ 
or to serve out her full two-year 


Light Vote 
Turnout 
In Tiburón 


Voter turnout appeared light 
up to lunchtime today as Tib- 
uron residents went to the polls 
to deeide on a $1.25 million 
bond issue for purchase of open 
space. The polls remain open 
till 8 o’clock tonight. 
By 11 a.m. only 85 of the 1,012 
voters registered at the polling 
place in city hall had cast their 
ballots. Turnout was heavier at 
Reed School where 69 of 500 
registered had voted. 
No report was available on 
voting at the other polling 
places, the Tiburon B aptist 
Church and Del Mar School. 
The bond issue requires ap­ 
proval by two-thirds of those 
voting. If it is approved, the 
money would be used to buy 
approxim ately 125 acres of 
open space along the ridgelands 
of the Tiburon Peninsula. 
There are 3,423 eligible voters 
registered.

The proposal to shorten the 
term was made by freshman 
Councilman Gerald J. Hood, 
who has pressed for such 
change since he was elected in 
April. 
After the meeting, Hood said, 
“ this change gives everybody a 
crack at the mayor’s job during 
their four-year terms. I think 
the mayor should chair the 
council meetings, not single- 
handedly run the city.” 
In a brief confrontation as 
they were leaving council 
chambers, Mrs. Barnard told 
Hood, “I know you hope to be 
mayor, but you won’t be next 
year.” 
She later speculated that she 
won’t be reelected for a second 
term. She predicted that Coun­ 
cilman Edward J. Boesseneck- 
er, who has never been mayor, 
would be chosen by the council 
to replace her. 
She called her colleagues’ 
sudden action “ very discour­ 
teous” and said, “ Any mayor 
who doesn’t get a second term 
can feel he wasn’t successful.” 
Burton said he opposed the 
change because, “ You choose a 
mayor to set the tone of a city 
and it takes time for that tone 
to develop.” Burton said the 
m ayor 
has 
already 
been 
stripped of authority to make 
unilateral appointments to city 
boards and commissions. 
Boessenecker voted for the 
one-year term because it “gives 
the council more flexibility.” 
“ Besides,” he said, “Jean 
can be reelected in April.” 
Her four council colleagues 
said they did not consider the 
new policy a reflection on Mrs. 
B a rn a rd ’s p e rfo rm a n c e as 
mayor.

George S. McGovern said today 
eradicating crim e and drug 
abuse would be his number one 
domestic target if elected presi­ 
dent and charged President 
Nixon with masking “ an out­ 
standing failure” behind a “ veil 
of law and order rhetoric.” 
The Democratic presidential 
candidate pledged if elected an 
administration that would wipe 
out “the poverty, alienation and 
despair which unleash madness 
in our streets.” 
Speaking to a group of New 
Y ork C ity civ ic le a d e rs , 
McGovern said, “ tough but 
empty talk and public relations 
gimmickery will be replaced by 
aggressive and effective pro­ 
grams, starting with a drug 
addict who victimizes society, 
to control the flow of deadiy 
narcotics, to take guns out of 
the hands of crim inals, to 
strengthen our police forces 
and their presence in local 
neighborhoods, and to com ­ 
pletely overhaul our inadequate 
court and correctional sy s­ 
tem s.” 


Continuing his presidential 
campaign up the nation’s east 
coast, McGovern was scheduled 
to speak later in the day in 
Boston’s Post Office Square be­ 
fore a mass rally, and then fly 
to Niagara Falls for a meeting 
with labor and political leaders. 


Specifically, McGovern said 
he would as president seek to 
wipe out the sources of heroin 
by withdrawing aid to foreign 
governments who profit from 
HOUSTON (U PP-G ov.

He said $98,000 was budgeted 
for “ personal growth” and less 
than half of this was spent. 
Asked by the board if it was 
possible to get a detailed list of 
travel and conference spending 
for the last three fiscal years, 
Hawkins and business director 
F"rank A. Cassou said it could 
be prepared in time for the 
Nov. 6 board meeting. 


Hawkins said he had instruct­ 
ed the Tam Screening Commit­ 
tee to pay for cocktails it had 
charged to the district, and had 
asked conference sponsors to 
pay information director Ed­ 
mund J. Neumeier’s expenses 
at a San F’rancisco hotel. 


Various dinners at the San 
Geronimo country club had 
been paid for by the partici­ 
pants. as reported in the I-J, 
but income had also accrued 
and had been paid into the 
district. 
He acknow ledged that the dis­ 
tric t 
doesn't 
keep central 
records of expense account 
spending, saying that the dis­ 
trict budget is organized by 
program s, “ and as you go 
through the budget it explains 
how' much is being expended 
for equipment, personnel, con­ 
ferences, etc. It’s not all in one 
spot.” 


Hawkins said he had provided 
trustees with a statem ent on 
conference expenses in May. It 
had been for administrators on­ 
ly, and didn’t include teachers. 
A large audience listened to 
trustees discuss the district’s 
proposed new' policy on confer­ 
ence travel and expenses and 
criticize the I-J investigation of 
district expenses. 


When a woman in the audi­ 
ence, Joan Cook, asked Hawk­ 
ins *if all the other amounts 
were correct?” and he agreed, 
trustee David D. Ring inter­ 
rupted and said: “ We shouldn't 
get into that kind of dialogue.”

Denmark Joins Market, Krag Quits 


COPENHA GEN 
(UPI) 
- 
Prime Minister Jens Otto Krag 
resigned today as head of the 
Social D em ocratic m inority 
government less than 12 hours 
after he had won his greatest 
political victory—a referendum 
that leads Denmark into the 
European Common Market. 


The move at the peak of his 
career surprised and stunned 
his country. Denmark's tele­ 
phone network was so jammed 
by people asking if it were true 
that officials broadcast a re­ 
quest to Danes to stop making 
unnecessary phone calls. 


The 58-year-old P re m ie r 
made the unexpected announce­ 
ment at the end of his opening 
speech to the new F'olketing 
(Parliament). 


“ It has long been my wish to 
step down when there was an 
occasion.” he said. “ This has 
come now.” 
He said one of the reasons for 
nis resignation was that “ the 
events yesterday, which were 
so close to my heart, succeed­ 
ed.” 
After a formal visit to the 
royal castle, Krag told news­ 
men when asked why he re­ 
signed: “ Well, 25 years in the 
front line of Danish politics is a 
long time. I’ll remain in the 
F'olketing until the next general

election.’’ It is due no later than 
1975. 
He said from now on he 
planned to “devote more tim e” 
to 
reading 
literatu re 
and 
‘seeing my fam ily. I have 
many interests outside politics. 
But, of course, I’ll continue to 
watch developments with inter­ 
est.” 
There was immediate specu­ 
lation that Krag had resigned to 
become Denmark's rcpresenta- 
tive at the Common Market 


headquarters in Brussels. But 
he denied this. 
“ It is not true,” he said. “ It 
had nothing to do with my 
resignation. I just thought the 
lime was ripe to step down.” 
Denmark voted Monday by a 
oetter than 2-to-l margin to join 
Lhe Common Market. It was a 
triumph for Krag because Nor­ 
way had voted only a week 
?arlier to stay out of the Mar­ 
ket and polls had indicated 
strong opposition in Denmark. 
Young anti-Common Market 
demonstrators burned the Dan­ 
ish flag and other banners out­ 
side the parliament building 
early today after Krag and 
other political leaders a n ­ 
nounced the vote. 
Similar demonstrations were 
staged in other parts of the 
capital and bomb threats were 
telephoned to Krag’s home, the 
national television station and 
other institutions. 


Krag, who returned to power 
in September. 1971, paid a pro­ 
tocol call on Queen Margrethe 
II this afternoon although she 
had been present in the Royal 
Box for his speech to Parlia­ 
ment—a speech that surprised 
even his closest associates. 
He smiled broadly at the 
crowd of 100 Danes waiting at 
the gates of the Royal Castle of 
Amalienborg. 


His announcement had not 
been included in prepared cop­ 
ies of his speech. 


Political sources at Christian- 
borg named Anker Jorgensen 
as the most likely successor to 
Krag. The bearded 50-year-old 
Jorgensen is leader of Den­ 
m ark's largest trade union, the 
Danish Special Metal Workers 
Union (DASFLMj. 


He became a Social Demo­ 
cratic member of Parliam ent in 
1964 but has never held any 
cabinet posts. 


Jorgensen, the son of a coach 
driver, holds a strong position 
am ong 
D enm ark's w orkers 
and. like Krag, is a firm sup­ 
porter of Common M arket 
membership. 


News of Krag’s resignation 
quickly spread. The country’s 
telephone network was jammed 
and the Post Office made a 
special radio announcem ent 
asking people to avoid making 
unnecessary calls.

SAN DIEGO (UPI) -Lt. (j.g.) 
Norris Charles, a Navy pilot 
released from a North Vietnam­ 
ese prison camp, was finally 
home today to relax with his 
family, play with hi£ puppies 
and enjoy this “ most beautiful 
country.” 
On his release from Balboa 
Naval 
Hospital 
Monday, 
Charles told newsmen he was 
well treated and fed as a cap­ 
tive of the North Vietnamese. 
He said he was not brain­ 
washed, mistreated, denied 
medical care nor given special 
treatment because he is black. 
Charles said he does not plan 
to join any antiwar groups, at 
least while he serves out his 
remaining year in the Navy, 
and declined to discuss politics. 
But, he said, “ I am committed 
to do all in my power to bring 
my fellow prisoners of war 
home, and that will be when the 
war ends.” 
“ When I entered the war I 
believed in my country and still 
do,” he said, “ But I have done 
more thinking.” 
The war “ should be terminat­ 
ed as soon as possible,” he 
said, but he has not turned 
against the United States. 
“ When I left this country there 
were many problems. When I 
returned there are still prob­ 
lems. Yet, believe me, America 
is a most beautiful country.

“ I missed my wife, my 
daughter, my dog, my car, a 
hamburger, but I think what 
you don’t realize is all the 
things, the little things, that you 
don’t recognize, don’t even pay 
attention to.

Charles said he plans to 
spend time with his wife Olga, 
who went to Hanoi to meet him, 
and his daughter, Kirstenr3. 
“ I had 11 puppies but now I 
have 10 puppies,” he said. “ I’m 
looking forward to going home 
and playing with those puppies, 
playing with my daughter and 
being with my wife.” 
Charles said POW’s are given 
three meals a day—breakfast of 
a half loaf of bread and sweet 
milk, lunch of fish or meat and 


a vegetable or soy bean substi­ 
tute and supper of the same 
foods plus fruit or candy. 
Work consists of sweeping 
and raking, he said, and for 
recreation the prisoners play 
basketball or volleyball, cards 
and chess, and give each other 
lectures on individual skills 
“ such as a butcher might tell 
us how to cook steak. You 
create things to occupy your 
time.” 
Asked about the treatment of 
prisoners, he said that even 
those who had been captured 
years ago appeared to be in 
“ generally average condition.” 
He said the North Vietnamese 
gave the prisoners books on 
Vietnamese history and “ books 
published in America on the 
war ... philosophy, American 
philosophy and stuff like this, 
and you are able to draw your 
own conclusions about things.”

U A W Proposal 


TOKYO (UPI) - Leonard 
Woodcock, president of the 
United Auto Workers (UAW) in 
the United States, proposed to­ 
day that Japanese and Ameri­ 
can workers band together to 
control multinational compa­ 
nies. 
Woodcock, speaking to a con­ 
vention of Japanese auto work­ 
ers. also said an international 
authority should be created “ to 
recommend a uniform set of 
regulations governing interna­ 
tional trade and commerce- 
binding on all national partici­ 
pating authorities.”

Shocking Schemes 


ATLANTA (UPI) - The Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service's new au­ 
dit program is turning up 
“ shocking” attempts by some 
big corporations to evade taxes, 
IRS Commissioner Johnnie M 
Walters said Monday. 
“ It is unbelievable that large 
publicly held corporations en­ 
gage in such schemes,” Walters 
said in a speech to the Tax 
Executives Institute. “ Yet they 
do. This is flouting the law — 
deliberate, willful attempts to 
avoid and evade taxes with full 
knowledge of both what should 
be done and the result of what 
is done.” 
Walters said the new IRS 
program allows the IRS to au­ 
dit in much greater detail. 
Some 1,600 corporations are in­ 
cluded in the program. 
“ We now look at records that 
were untouched before,’’ Wal­ 
ters said. “ We re raising issues 
never before raised. Some are 
alarming — in fact, shocking.” 


Hijacking Law 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
House has approved anti-hi­ 
jacking legislation to empower 
President Nixon to suspend air 
service between the United 
States and nations which en­ 
courage air piracy. 
The measure adopted Mon­ 
day wouid impose the death 
sentence, at the discretion of a 
jury, for a person convicted of 
hijacking, or a minimum 20- 
year prison sentence. 
Passed by a 354 to 2 vote with 
only Reps. Phillip Burton, D- 
Calif. and John Conyers. D- 
Mich.. in opposition, the mea­ 
sure is a weakened version of a 
Senate-passed bill

Soviet Advisers 


BEIRUT (UPI) — Yemen is 
seriously considering expelling 
Soviet advisers stationed there, 
the newspaper Al Anwar said 
today. 
In a dispatch from the Ye­ 
meni capital of Sana, the news­ 
paper quoted official sources as 
saying Soviet pilots flew South­ 
ern Yemen fighter planes in air 
strikes against Yemen border 
towns, notably Qataba 
Periodic fighting between 
Marxist Southern Yemen and 
its northern neighbor, which 
seeks to follow a neutral path in 
foreign affairs, flared up at 
their border last week. 


Peace Restored 


MANILA (UPI) - Moslem 
leaders from the southern Phil­ 
ippines said today peace has 
been restored in the politically 
turbulent region by President 
Ferdinand E. Marcos’ procla­ 
mation of martial law. 
Mayor Barli Abubakar of Jo- 
lo. capital of the Sulu islands, 
said the southern Mindanao, 
where 4.5 million of the minori­ 
ty Moslems are concentrated 
“ is living now in peace without 
disturbances.” 
Before martial law was im­ 
posed Sept. 23, Marcos said 
violent disorders in Mindanao 
had claimed the lives of more 
than 1.000 civilians and more 
than 2,000 armed Moslems and 
Christians, and had displaced 
more than half a million per­ 
sons. 


Penn Prediction 


PH ILAD ELPH IA (UPI) - 
Trustees of the bankrupt Penn 
Central say the railroad could 
be operating on a private in­ 
come basis by 1976 if it is 
allowed to cut 5,000 route miles 
from its present 20.000-mile rail 
system. 


The trustees made the predic­ 
tion Monday in a second inter­ 
im report to U.S. District Judge 
John P. Fullam. who is over­ 
seeing reorganization of the 
line. 
A 15.000-mile rail system 
would provide $243 million net 
income available to pay fixed 
charges in 1976, the trustees 
predicted. They said this would 
be enough money to reorganize 
the railroad on a private basis. 
The trustees said an 11,000-mile 
“ core” system that had been 
proposed earlier would only 
provide $133 million net income 
— not enough to support the 
reorganization 


No More K.P. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - De­ 
spite complaints the step would 
lead to a “ namby-pamby mili­ 
tary.” the Senate has voted to 
relieve U.S. servicemen of the 
onerous duty of kitchen police. 
By a 69 to 11 vote Monday, 
the Senate approved $60 million 
for the hiring of civilians to do 
KP at American military bases. 
The funds are included in a 
$74.6 billion Pentagon money 
bill for the current fiscal year. 


Amin Willing 


KAMPALA (UPI) — Presi­ 
dent Idi Amin has told Presi­ 
dent Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire 
he was willing to send his 
foreign minister to Somalia to 
hold peace talks with Tanzania 
over last month's warfare along 
the Uganda-Tanzama border. 
The Information Ministry 
said today Amin told Mobutu he 
was willing to send Foreign 
Minister Wanume Kibedi to Mo- 
gadiscu. Somalia, for talks with 
Tanzanian 
representatives. 
Tanzania's foreign minister has 
been in Mogadiscu nearly a 
week 


Promise From FBI 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Act­ 
ing FBI Director L. Patrick 
Gray III has pledged his agen­ 
cy will “ investigate the hell out 
of” charges large grain dealers 
profiteered on the U.S.-Soviet 
wheat deal. 
The FBI was assigned to the 
grain sales case by President 
Nixon. Gray, who succeeded 
the late J. Edgar Hoover, made 
his pledge Monday to the 1972 
U PI Editors and Publishers 
Conference here. 


Truce In Doubt 


BELFAST (UPI) - The Offi­ 
cial wing of the Irish Republi­ 
can Army (IRA) put its six- 
month truce with the British 
army into doubt today with 
vows of “ merciless reprisal” 
against British military intellig­ 
ence squads. 
Three intruders meanwhile 
shot and killed the patron of a 
Belfast Roman Catholic social 
club with machinegun fire after 
lining everyone in the building 
up against a wall. 
The smaller of the IRA’s two 
wings issued its warning after 
gunmen of the larger Provision­ 
al wing ambushed and killed a 
plainclothes British Army agent 
at the wheel of a laundry truck 
in south Belfast. 


Mixup At Fault 


B E L C H E R T O W N , Mass. 
(UPI) — A “ communications 
mixup” was responsible for a 
head-on collision between two 
freight trains Monday evening, 
police said. Three crewmen 
were killed.

Boycott In U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI) - 
Portugal and South Africa be­ 
gan a boycott of the U N. Gen­ 
eral Assembly’s Decolonization 
Committee Monday even before 
the committee seated as an 
observer the first representa­ 
tive of an African liberation 
movement. 


The South Africans and Por­ 
tuguese indicated when the 
seating vote was taken that 
their cooperation with the com­ 
mittee would cease when repre­ 
sentatives of the liberation 
movements were seated. 


The first representative of 
any African “ liberation move­ 
ment” seated in proceedings of 
the Decolonization committee 
was Shafrudine Khan of the 
Freedom Movement for Moz­ 
ambique. 


Travel Bill Fails 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A bill 
to require presidential approval 
for travel by Americans to 
North Vietnam or any nation in 
armed conflict with the United 
States has been narrowly de­ 
feated by the House. 
The measure fell just 18 votes 
short of passage Monday and 
its chief sponsor. Rep. Richard 
H Ichord. D-Mo., said he w'ould 
ask the Rules Committee to 
revive the controversial bill for 
another vote. 


DeMont Honored 
By City Council 


A smiling 16-year-old youth 
from Terra Linda last night 
received a standing ovation 
from an admiring crowd in San 
Kafael City Hall. 


The San Rafael City Council 
presented U.S. Olympic swim­ 
m er Rick DeMont a resolution 
of commendation for outstand­ 
ing athletic achievem ent as 
well as for bringing to the city 
both national and international 
recognition.

DeMont was stripped of his 
gold medal in the 400-meter 
freestyle in Munich and later 
ruled ineligible for the 1,500 
m eter freestyle, an event in

DeMont lost his medal and was 
banned from the 1,500 meter 
freestyle competition when an 
outlawed drug was found in his 
system, although he had prop­ 
erly reported his use of the 
medicine on Olympic medical 
forms.

The Sausalito Citizens Coun­ 
cil, which two weeks ago 
argued hotly against a down­ 
town terminal, last night in­ 
stead endorsed a statement by 
the Sausalito Business Associa­ 
tion and Chamber of Commerce 
favoring a downtown terminal. 
The president of the citizens 
council, Alan Conner, told the I- 
J that the new position reflect­ 
ed “ political reality.” 
Conner cited statements by- 
bridge district officials that a 
North Sausalito terminal would 
not be considered for construc­ 
tion for five to eight years. 
Bridge District director Ste­ 
phan C. Leonoudakis of .San 
Francisco stated it bluntly to 
the council: “ It (North Sausali­ 
to terminal) just isn't in the 
cards today. There is no way 
we can build a two-terminal 
system in Sausalito within the 
fiscal limitations.” He noted 
that the North Sausalito termin­ 
al would cost some $2.4 million, 


and probably would not qualify 
for two-thirds federal funding. 


After more than three hours 
of debate before an audience of 
about 30 persons, the council 
set a third “ study session” on 
the issue at 8 p.m. next Tues­ 
day, Oct. 10. The plan was sent 
to the council by the district 
almost five months ago for its 
reaction. 


The district's construction 
timetable calls for council ac­ 
tion on the plan by November 
so work can begin early next 
year. 
At least three votes appeared 
possible to endorse the down­ 
town terminal plan, the bare 
majority needed. The majority 
would be Fraser and Heynne- 
man joined by Sallq Stanford. 
She missed the first meeting on 
the terminal, but forcefully de­ 
clared her support for the plan 
last night. 
The wake from ferries going 
to a North Sausalito terminal, 
she predicted, would hit the city 
with “ more law suits than you 
could handle.” 
Mayor Robin Sweeny repeat­ 
edly objected that a downtown 
terminal could push Sausalito 
back to the 1920s when it w'as 
“ a transportation hub for the 
rest of Marin.” 
Told the city’s planning com­ 
mission had endorsed the down­ 
town terminal. 
Mrs. Sweeny- 
retorted that the commission 
was “ a recommending body, it 
does not set city policy.” 


She called for a second envi­ 
ronmental impact study of both 
a downtown and a North Sau­ 
salito terminal, saying the 
study completed in November 
by the bridge district “ hasn’t 
answered 
Sausalito’s prob­ 
lems.” 
The letter from the Sausalito 
Business 
Association and 
Chamber of Commerce said a 
North Sausalito terminal would 
“ benefit up-county commuters 
but not Sausalito.” It said the 
downtown terminal should be 


on enough bay fill so that no 
parking spaces would be lost.

Taken On 
Station Snagged 


The proposed E ast Mill Val­ 
ley fire station, which seemed 
for a while to be finally under 
way, ran into big trouble at last 
night’s Mill Valley City Council 
meeting. 


The council was told by the 
p ro je c t’s pro b ab le a rc h ite c t 
that the firehouse could not be 
built for $275,000 and that the 
recommended site at the inter­ 
section of extended Roque Mo- 
rae s and S ycam ore A venue 
might not be suitable. 


He estim ated the size of the 
building would have to be re­ 
duced from about 7,.500 square 
feet to less than 6,000 square 
feet, and even then the cost 
might exceed revenue author­ 
ized by voters in April. 


A general description of the 
new fire station, which would 
become the city’s main one, 
included wall-to-wall carpeting, 
a color television, a stereo sys­ 
tem and generous office and 
training space. 


Fire Chief Joseph E. Regalia 
began the discussion by de­ 
scribing the layout and adm it­ 
ting his departm ent did not 
expect all the luxuries they 
were requesting. 


The council was somewhat 
concerned with possible extrav­ 
agance of the new station, but 
was stunned at the bad news 
from a rc h ite c t M atthew R. 
Mills of Mills and Robinson of 
San Francisco. 


Though the architectural firm 
has not yet been form ally hired 
by the city, it has made a 
prelim inary review of the pro­ 
posed structure and building 


site since it was chosen by the 
council to design the project. 


Mills recommended that the 
council authorize him to cut the 
scope of the firehouse to a size 
the city could afford. He also 
suggested that a private soils 
engineering firm be hired for 
about $1,000 to determ ine if the 
recommended building site is 
susceptible to landslides. 


A p relim in ary soils study, 
said Mills, indicated that the 
triangular-shaped parcel may 
be located at the foot of a 
natural drainage swale. If that 
is the case, he said, the area 
may be vulnerable to slides. 


After the disappointing news 
registered with the councilmen, 
they praised Mills for foresee­ 
ing their impending financial 
trouble and agreed to follow' his 
suggestion. 


They instructed him to return 
Oct. 16 with an estim ate of his 
fee to prune down the proposed 
building and an estim ate from 
the soils engineer. 


Councilman Robert E. Cap- 
ron asked if Mills still thought 
it possible to reduce the scope 
of the project and build it for 
$275,000. 


Mills shrugged his shoulders 
and said. “ I would say it is 
fleetingly possible.” 


Responding to the list of prob­ 
able 
cu tb ack s, 
C ouncilm an 
Robert E. Burton said, “ I don’t 
want to build a second rate 
firehouse. I’d rather have none 
at all.” 
The entire m atter will be 
back before the council Oct. 16. 


Liquor Ban 


Outdoor drinkers in Mill Val­ 
ley were granted a partial re­ 
prieve last night as the city 
council softened its proposed 
ban on public guzzling. 


Two weeks ago, the council 
passed the first reading of a 
draft ordinance that would have 
prohibited drinking any alcohol­ 
ic beverage at any time on any 
public street, sidewalk or pas­ 
sageway or in any city-owned 
park or playground. 


The booze ban was requested 
by the police departm ent as a 
weapon against a handful of 
youthful drinkers who frequent­ 
ly congregate in front of the 
Mill Valley bus depot. 


Reacting to citizens who op­ 
posed the “ shotgun” approach 
to what they consider to be a 
“ spot p ro b lem .” the council 
lim ited its proposed drinking 
ban to the city’s com m ercial 
areas and the parks after dark. 
if the revised ordinance is 
adopted on second reading Oct. 
16. drinking will be prohibited 
in the downtown area, along 
parts of East Blithedale and 
Miller avenues, other com m er­ 
cial zones, and in city parks 
from sunset to sunrise.

On Nixon Economy Powers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -R e p . 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., today 
advocated a floor test in the 
House of a Democratic leader­ 
ship move to reduce proposed 
authority for President Nixon to 
cut federal spending as he sees 
fit.

'Missing1 Report 
Prows Criticism 


A minority report on a pro­ 
posed addition to administra­ 
tors at Tamalpais High School 
never reached trustees, it was 
disclosed last night. (Another 
Tamalpais High School District 
board story, page 1.) 
Failure to put the report into 
tiHistèès’ hands when they were 
asked to make the promotion to 
the $20,000-a-year assistant 
principalship at their Sept. 19 
meeting was called “ adminis­ 
trative mishandling” by trustee 
Jerroìd M. Ladar. 
He said trustees were given 
the impression then that the 
reassignment “ was of a rela­ 
tively* routine matter” and were 
not presented the minority re­ 
port “ unwittingly or other­ 
wise.” Ladar did not explain 
what made the matter now 
seem other than routine. 
After the board turned down 
the promotion of Redwood High 
School counselor Anthony Com­ 
pagno to the assistant principal­ 
ship, Ladar received “ a num­ 
ber ~of 
calls 
from 
the 
community about the matter.” 
Ladar did not disclose what 
the minority report stated, but 
said it came from the only lay 
person group called “ The Tam 
Screening Committee,” com­ 
posed otherwise entirely of dis­ 
trict employees. 
(Unofficial district sources re­ 
port that the position is actually 
that of “ campus policeman.” ) 
Noting that the Tam Screen­ 
ing Committee is composed of 
Supt.^Wilber D. Hawkins, the 
<ffstnet’s education leader 
Lawrence Sheppard, and staff 
members, with only one com­ 
munity member, Ladar sug­ 
gested: 


“ We have said we intend to 
involve the community actively 
in our processes. In looking at 
the extremely diverse commu­ 
nity in the Tam attendance 
area I would like to ask if one 
member is ever going to be 
adequate —from the number of 
comments I’ve received it’s al­ 
most a herculean job. In future 
we should involve more com­ 
munity members. 


“ There is some problem in 
trying to reach a community 
such as ours. I also have the 
concern that matters such as 
those raised by the community 
member in the minority report 
must get before this board be­ 
fore we are asked to take ac­ 
tion.” 


The board of trustees voted 
unanimously to reassign Com- 
pagno to Tamalpais High 
School, Ladar commenting that 
dissension “ would set back the 
process at Tam.” 
At the Sept. 19 board meeting 
Compagno’s reassignment was 
disapproved by a 3-to-2 vote. 
Trustees Bette Wallace, Robert 
W. Corlett and Ladar objected, 
while trustees David D. Ring 
and Frank L. Miller voted for 
the reassignment. 
At last night’s meeting no 
reason for the change in trust­ 
ees’ votes was given; however 
it was preceded by a 70-minute 
closed session during which 
trustees talked to the entire 
Tam 
Screening Committee 
about the proposed reassign­ 
ment, according to Supt. Hawk­ 
ins. 
The closed session had been 
billed in advance as “ discuss­ 
ing hiring personnel.”

Novato Redevelopment Agency 
Creation Marked By Squabble 
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Novato City Councilmen vot­ 
ed 3-2 last night to create a 
redevelopment agency for the 
city’s downtown, but a squabble 
over paying the agency’s direc­ 
tors — themselves — $15 a 
meeting almost stymied the ac­ 
tion. 
The final decision came only 
after a tangled series of split 
votes on deleting the pay, and 
parliamentary maneuvers to 
reconsider. 
Only 
about 20 citizens 
watched the proceedings that 
were the only business of the 
council's three-hour hearing. 
Several citizens, including 
former Mayor J. Wayne Wom­ 
ack, spoke against the redevel­ 
opment agency. Most speakers 
repeated stands taken at three 
earlier discussions. 
In summing up before taking 
a vote, the redevelopment agen­ 
cy was opposed by Councilmen 
Fred F: Ruegg on grounds that 
the city and private enterprise 


could implement the Novato 
Downtown Plan without the ex­ 
pense of the agency. Council­ 
man Dorothy P. Young stressed 
that a redevelopment agency 
needed strong community sup­ 
port to succeed, and said such 
support was lacking in Novato. 
Mayor F. Wayne Sartain and 
Councilmen George Quesada 
and David Price Jones support­ 
ed the agency formation. 
Jones moved adoption of the 
ordinance establishing the 
agency. Ruegg moved to strike 
a provision paying agency di­ 
rectors with $15 per meeting, to 
a maximum $60 a month. 
“ We have better ways to 
spend the money than on our­ 
selves,” Ruegg argued. 
“ Mr. Ruegg certainly knows 
what he’s worth,” said Quesa­ 
da. “ I think we spend too damn 
much time at this job anyway,” 
he added, declaring that he 
wouldn’t give the extra time to 
the redevelopment agency with­ 


out pay. 
“ I’m worth as much as any­ 
body on this council,” Ruegg 
replied. 
Ruegg’s amendment passed 
with Quesada and Sartain dis­ 
senting, but Quesada declared 
he would not vote for the ordi­ 
nance itself unless the pay was 
reinstated. 
Faced with apparent defeat 
of the agency, Sartain called a 
recess for coffee. When the 
council returned to the table, 
the redevelopment agency was 
established with $15 salaries to 
be paid. 
The redevelopment agency 
formation was the latest step in 
a four-year campaign to revi­ 
talize the city’s downtown area 
centering on Grant Avenue. At 
the prodding of downtown mer­ 
chants, the Novato Downtown 
Plan was hammered out in 
1970, calling for a halt to decen­ 
tralization of shopping centers 
and for creating a single large 


regional center on the Pinheiro 
property north of Grant Ave­ 
nue. 
Next step will be for city staff 
to prepare an outline of the 
actual redevelopment area, and 
plans for projects which would 
be subjected to further public 
hearings, Brown explained. 
The council adjourned to a 
regular meeting at 8 p.m: to­ 
day.

Huge Award Won 
By Riot Victim 


DETROIT (UPD—Albert Wil­ 
son, 18, was awarded $875,000 
by a Wayne County Circuit 
Court jury Monday, the largest 
single injury claim ever won in 
Michigan, his attorneys said. 
Wilson, a senior at the city’s 
Cody High School, was para­ 
lyzed from the waist down by a 
bullet from a policeman’s gun 
during Detroit’s July, 1967, riot. 


George J. Bedrosian, Wilson’s 
attorney said the shooting oc­ 
curred while Wilson, then 13, 
was in the I & J Five and Dime 
Store on July 24 two blocks 
from the point where the riot 
began. 


Wilson testified at the four- 
day trial that he had gone into 
the store to warn a friend that 
police were coming. While 
kneeling behind a partition he 
said he saw a policeman fire a 
rifle and then felt pain in his 
left side. Wilson also lost a 
kidney due to the gunshot.

1st BART Accident: 
Computer At Foult? 


FREMONT (AP) — “It will 
take several days of investiga­ 
tion and examination of the 
cars themselves before we can 
say for sure what went wrong.’’ 
a spokesman said after four 
passengers and a train operator 
were injured when a computer­ 
operated Bay Area Rapid Tran­ 
sit train car derailed and 
plunged down an embankment. 
The accident yesterday was 
the first Mnce the $1.4 billion 
BART system began operating 
three weeks ago on the first 28- 
mile OakJand-Fremont leg of 
what will eventually be a 72- 
mile system. 
The four passengers were 
treated at a local hospital for 
minor bruises and released. 
The operator, Eli Palmer, 36. of 
Oakland, was hospitalized with 
possible internal injuries. 
The BART spokesman said 
the two-car train, traveling 
about 37 miles per hour, failed 
to stop at the Fremont station 
and 
the front car plowed 
through a five-foot-high. 30-foot- 


long sand barrier and a chain 
link fence before careening 
down an embankment. It came 
to rest at a 45 degree angle, 
nose in an asphalt parking lot, 
tail in the sand. The second car 
remained on the track. 
The train was operating on 
automatic control from the sys­ 
tem's computer at the Oakland 
headquarters. The spokesman 
said the automatic command 
system apparently failed to 
stop the train, and Palmer may 
not have had time to bring the 
manual controls into play. 
Witnesses reported seeing the 
car “jerk several times” after 
coming into the station. 
Until the investigation is com­ 
pleted, all train operators have 
been ordered to switch to man­ 
ual controls 
100 feet before 
reaching a terminus. 


Car Runs Over, 
Kills Hitchhiker

hitchhiker who fell asleep on a 
highway was killed by an auto­ 
mobile Monday and his com­ 
panion was seriously injured.

Diffenbach 
Development 
Opposed 


The Strawberry Recreation 
board last night said it is op­ 
posed to a plan to construct 
2,600 dwelling units on the 
former Diffenbach Ranch in 
neighboring Corte Madera.

SAN FRANCISCO - A Marin 
couple, arrested in what agents 
termed the second largest sei­ 
zure of hashish ever made by 
customs officials, have been 
charged with smuggling the 
drug into this country and pos­ 
sessing it with intent to distrib­ 
ute. 
Audrey Ellen Goldsmith, 25, 
of San Anselmo, and John West­ 
field Gillette, 24, of Tiburon, 
are due to return to U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court on Oct. 13 for a 
preliminary hearing. 
The 900 pounds of hashish 
seized in connection with their 
arrest was discovered in the 
bed of a camper truck with 
Illinois license plates that had 
arrived in Newark. N.J., from 
Antwerp, Belgium. 
After two customs officers 
aided by a detector found the 
drug, they substituted an equal 
weight of scrap iron. The cou­ 
ple then was followed on a 
camping trip across the country 
in an attempt to run down other 
contacts in drug traffic. 
Miss Goldsmith and Gillette 
were arrested last Thursday 
when they arrived in Marin.

The skeleton staff of the Ma­ 
rin County Transit District was 
dissolved today as an independ­ 
ent operation and made an arm 
of the public works department. 
Transit district directors ap­ 
proved the change, 5-2, reject­ 
ing two years of argument by 
the League of Women Voters of 
Central Marin that the district 
needed a full-time general man­ 
ager. 
Ja m e s B. R obertson, who 
works half-time as the public 
works department’s traffic en­ 
gineer, has been acting general 
m anager of the district for the 
past two years. He will continue 
handling the details of the tran­ 
sit district, but took a $2,112 cut 
in annual salary. 


The board also approved hir­ 
ing an additional engineer to 
assist Robertson in his transit 
duties. The new position pays a 
minimum of $13,008 a year. 


Supervisors Peter R. Arrigoni 
Jr. and Michael Womum voted 
against the change, each argu­ 
ing for a full-time general man­ 
ager. The inevitable growth of 
transit in the county already 
requires a full-time man, they 
said. 


The majority, however, said 
such a position would duplicate 
the staff of the Golden Gate 
Bridge District.

In a survey released Monday 
of inm ate “ c h a ra c te ristic s,” 
the department said 50.3 per 
cent of the total 14,685 male 
inmates are white compared 
with 56 per cent in 1962. 
At the sam e time, prisoners 
of Mexican ancestry represent 
16.9 per cent of the prison 
population compared with 18.1 
per cent a decade ago. Blacks 
now total 31.3 per cent com­ 
pared with 21.1 per cent.

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Big Crowd Hears 
Meeting Results 


A standing room crowd of 
Corte Madera residents filled 
town council chambers last 
night to hear the results of 
Saturday’s town meeting. 
Seated in chairs, on window 
sills and on the floor, about 90 
townspeople listened to reports 
by Betty Pierce, chairman of 
the town meeting, and four 
committee chairmen, on the 
discussions and resolutions that 
resulted from the all-day meet­ 
ing. 
-Judy True, co-chairman of 
the master plan committee, cit­ 
ed four major concerns: proper 
mix, density, quality, appear­ 
ance and design control of hous­ 
ing: preservation of small town 
character and preservation of 
open space: citizen participa­ 
tion in planning development; 
and controlled growth coincid­ 
ing with planning goals. 
Her group recommended a 
control on taxes to allow retired 
citizens to continue living in 
Corte Madera, a study of the 
environmental and economic 
impact of the proposed Hahn 
shopping center before plans 
proceed and an obligation by 
developers to study the environ­ 
mental and economic impact of 
any developments of more than 
four residential units or any 
commercial type.

An open space bond election 
was called for within three 
months, an extension of the 
current building moratorium 
until a master plan is adopted 
and a park for eastern Corte 
Madera and miniparks through­ 
out the town. 
Steven M. Haines, chairman 
of the committee on communi­ 
cations and citizen participa­ 
tion, reported several recom­ 
mendations. 
They included an amendment 
of the existing cablevision fran­ 
chise agreement providing for 
two to four hours a day of 
locally originated public access 
programming and a status re­ 
port on the town’s legal com­ 
mitments in reference to the 
Redevelopment Agency. 
Mrs. Pierce repeatedly em­ 
phasized that the citizen com­ 
mittees would be on-going and 
should be recognized by the 
council. 
Mayor Holmes S. (Pete) Nor- 
ville called recommendations 
“ overall, very pleasing’’ and 
said the town meeting was 
“ conducted in the best spirit of 
improvement.” 
He agreed to Mrs. Pierce’s 
request to place the recommen­ 
dations on the agenda for Nov.

Zoning Policy Change 
Urged In Corte Madera 


The Corte 
Madera Town 
Council was urged last night to 
establish a policy banning in­ 
clusion of land unsuitable for 
building in zoning acreage. 


A letter, signed by 13 resi­ 
dents, told councilmen: 
“ We think the buildable land 
only should be considered in 
zoning; that is, cliffs, land un­ 
der water and swamps should 
not be added to areas to in­ 
crease the number of units to 
be built on usable land. 


“ As a specific example,” the 
letter continued, “ the Quarry 
site has about 5.85 acres upon 
which units can be built. The 
rest is too steep. According to 


the present zoning regulation if 
the 20 acres are zoned R-2, the 
number of units for 20 acres 
could be built on the 5.85 acres. 
“ Another example is the re­ 
cent zoning near Lucky Drive. 
The building density is going to 
be higher than R-2 because part 
of the acreage is over Corte 
Madera creek.” 
Councilmen favored the 
suggestion, even going further 
by proposing that what is need­ 
ed in addition to a policy is an 
ordinance to enforce it. 
They referred the matter to 
the planning commission and to 
their planning consultants Sed- 
way-Cooke for study and com­ 
ment.

Doctors Use 
Laser Beam 


For Surgery 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - An 
invisible laser beam that cuts 
more sharply than any scalpel 
has been used successfully to 
remove dead skin from burn 
victims and repair damaged 
internal organs in animals, 
medical researchers report. 


Dr. James P. Fidler, director 
of the University of Cincinnati 
Medical Center’s laser labora­ 
tory, discussed his research 
team’s new surgical laser at 
the opening of the College of 
Surgeons 58th annual clinical 
congress here yesterday. 


Fidler said the technique uses 
an electric arc to excite mole­ 
cules of carbon dioxide gas 
until they send out a beam of 
intense, highly focused, and 
coherent radiation. 
When aimed at tissue through 
a microscope, this laser beam’s 
bursts of invisible light pro­ 
duces a spot of heat less than a 
hundredth of an inch deep, ena­ 
bling it to cut more precisely 
than any scalpel, Fidler said. 
The laser has been used on 
four severely damaged burn 
patients to vaporize dead, un­ 
wanted skin instantly and with­ 
out any bleeding, the study 
reported. The excised area was 
so clean that skin grafts took 
more quickly than after conven­ 
tional surgery, Fidler said.

SAN FRANCISCO (U P D - 
West Coast longshoremen’s 
leader Harry Bridges said Mon­ 
day his union may cancel the 
labor contract agreed upon af­ 
ter a 130-day strike because of 
court decisions striking down a 
container jurisdiction clause. 


Bridges said his International 
Longshoremen’s and Ware­ 
housemen’s Union has notified 
the Pacific Maritime Associa­ 
tion that it reserves the right to 
suspend or cancel the agree­ 
ment reached last February. 
“ The PMA is on notice that 
unless the contract is changed 
to give the union what we had 
when the strike was settled and 
the agreement accepted as a 
whole—good parts and bad 
parts—by referendum vote, 


then the union reserves the 
right to suspend or cancel the 
whole agreement and to take 
any action necessary to protect 
its interests,” Bridges said. 


He said the action was taken 
because federal courts and the 
National Labor Relations Board 
struck down a contract provi­ 
sion giving the union jurisdic­ 
tion over stuffing and handling 
of cargo containers on the 
docks. 


Under the agreement, the 
shippers were to pay the union 
a $1 a ton royalty for some 
containers handled by the rival 
Teamsters Union.

Avoid Anger 


If You Are 


Criticized 


I-J Special Report 
NEW YORK - When some­ 
one criticizes you “for your own 
good” avoid denial, defense, 
attack or door slamming. 


Instead 
parry for time to 
digest what has been said with 
a bland remark. “ Do you really 
think so?” is the retort suggest­ 
ed by writer Mary Scott Welch. 


If your critic is being merely 
spiteful he will be bitterly dis­ 
appointed by your cool, and if 
he is making a serious attempt 
to be useful to you he will be 
relieved 
by your reasonable­ 
ness, according to the author. 


Once you’ve listened careful­ 
ly and invited practical sugges­ 
tions, exit smiling and start 
assessing the criticism on an 
objective basis. Does it make 
sense? If so, how can you make 
good use of it? If not, how can 
you prevent it from nibbling 
away at your self-esteem? To 
find these answers, consider the 
source, 
the motives and the 
history. 


SOME PEOPLE criticize de­ 
structively and woundingly, 
just for a feeling of power. In 
some cases, a critic may be 
talking about himself, in re­ 
verse. Suppose you quit smok­ 
ing and your friend says you’re 
self-righteous about it, or he 
calls you a square. His uncon­ 
scious motive may be to excuse 
himself for his own inability to 
give up cigarettes. 


All kinds of motives — spite, 
sour grapes, jealousy, envy, re­ 
venge — m ay hide behind 
“ helpful” criticism. So before 
you let yourself get upset, con­ 
sider the motives of your critic. 
Remember though, the venal 
and self-centered som etim es 
speak 
the truth, albeit with 
forked tongue. 
Next consider the content.

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Does it sound familiar? Have 
you heard some version of it 
before? If different people re­ 
mark about the same thing, the 
criticism probably warrants at­ 
tention on your part. 
The trouble is that you may 
not recognize a repeated criti­ 
cism when you hear it. Every­ 
body tends to “forget” what is 
painful or even merely uncom­ 
fortable to remember — but 
you don’t really forget it; it’s 
there, buried in your subcon­ 
scious, 
but you can’t easily 
dredge it up. It continues its 
disruptive effect within your 
psyche. 


HOW CAN you avoid that 
com plicated sort of “ forget­ 
ting?” Keep a written record of 
reproofs. Then you can check 
back to see if someone else 
made this same complaint to 
you; to help you decide on its 
validity you can check its histo­ 
ry and the sources. 
If the criticism turns out to 
be well-taken, you should know 
what you’ve been told is true. 
Hopefully, suitable action by 
you will follow. You can change 
your actions and reactions and 
make a brickbat into a building 
block.

The shades were designed to 
conceal, and keep dust free, the 
open storage shelves above sink 
and stove. So you don’t have to 
wash everything before you 
start enjoying.

Moving Is 


Reason For 


Depression 


By JAMES CARRIER 
NEW HAVEN, Conn. (AP) - 
Psychiatrists say moving is far 
more stressful than generally 
believed and is a contriuting 
factor in depression among 
American women. 
“ When you ask a bunch of 
depressed people about events 
that have occurred in their life 
recently, moving was about the 
third most frequent event,” 
said Myma M. Weissman. codi­ 
rector of Yale University’s De­ 
pression Research Unit. 
“ In no way should we say 
that depression is caused by 
moving,” she said. “It could be 
a contributing factor, we feel it 
is substantial.” 
Dr. Weissman’s studies, out­ 
lined in “Society” and the Yale 
Alumni Magazine, dealt with 
depressed women. Those wom­ 
en who had been through a 
move generally didn’t connect 
their illness to the move, Dr. 
W’eissman and coworker Eu­ 
gene S. Paykel wrote. 


^ THE WOMEN attributed it, 
instead, to financial problems, 
loneliness, marital friction, ca­ 
reer frustrations, but “almost 
always, however, these prob­ 
lems were the result of poor 
adaptation to the stresses creat­ 
ed by moving. 
“These women didn't asso­ 
ciate their depression with the 
move because moving is an 
accepted part of Am erican 
life,” the psychiatrists wrote. 
Twenty per cent of the U.S. 
population, 40 million persons, 
moves at least once per year, 
according to census figures.

Old Antiwar 
Resolution 
Is Revived 


W A SHINGTON ( U P D - T h e 
Senate has dusted off a year-old 
policy resolution on V ietnam — 
and given it teeth—in an effort 
to force President Nixon to set 
a date for United S tates’ disen­ 
gagem ent from the Indochina 
war. 
The m easure was brought up 
at a night session Monday be­ 
fore passage of a $74.6 billion 
military appropriations bill. It 
swiftly passed without a m u r­ 
m ur of opposition. Sen. Charles 
Mathias, R-Md., who sponsored 
it. said if the am endm ent be­ 
c o m e s law . P re s id e n t N ixon 
and his agents could be held 
personally liable if they contin­ 
ue to defy the will of Congress 
for a swift end to the war. 
The vaguely worded am en d ­ 
ment. of uncertain legal conse­ 
quence. was all that w ar critics 
w ere able to salvage from a 
year long drive to legislate an 
end to the war. A week ago. 
they lost by three votes in a 
showdown on an am endm ent to 
require total U.S. withdrawal in 
four months. 
E a r li e r 
M onday, 
a n tiw a r 
forces lost 55-26 when Sen. Wil­ 
liam Proxm ire, D-Wis., sought 
to cut off funds for the aerial 
bom bardm ent of Indochina. 
R efu sin g to q u it, M a th ia s 
strode into the c ham b er just 
before the 
final vote on the 
d e fe n s e 
bill 
and 
re a d 
his 
am endm ent. It passed by voice 
vote. 
The M athias am endm ent de­ 
clares that “ none of the funds 
appropriated by this act (the 
defense bill) m ay be expended 
in Indochina for military o p e ra­ 
tions. not in accordance w ith" a 
1971 antiw ar am endm ent pass­ 
ed by Congress and signed by 
(he President. 
That m easure, which Senate 
D em ocratic Leader Mike Mans­ 
field sponsored, establishes the 
“ policy of the United S tates” 
that all U.S. military operations 
in Indochina must be ended “ at 
the earliest practicable d a te ” 
and that the President should 
establish a final date for with­ 
draw al of all forces from Indo­ 
china contingent on only one 
factor: release of U.S. prison­ 
ers. 
When Congress approved it 
originally as part of the 1971 
defense money bill. Nixon said 
when he signed the bill that he 
was not constitutionally bound 
by its conditions. 
But M athias said if the sam e 
thing happens this year, the 
President and his agents would 
be “ personally liable if they 
bought bombs or paid troops” 
in violation of the am endm ent, 
now that it is backed up by the 
Congressional power over the 
purse. 
The M athias m easure could 
be d ro p p e d , h o w ev er, w hen 
House and Senate negotiators 
meet to draft the final version 
of the defense bill

The Rohnert Park City Coun­ 


cil last night approved the gen­ 


eral concept of a 680-acre devel­ 


opment that could double the 


city’s population within 10 
years. 
Shaped Industries of North­ 
ern California presented tenta­ 
tive plans for the land in the 


northern section of the city and 
said approval of the concept 
would be necessary before 
more money is spent on actual 
plans. 


The council unanimously en­ 
dorsed the concept and said it 
would agree to plans for some 
homes on 6,000 square foot lots 
although the current minimum 
is 6,500 square feet. They said 


the promised donation of 40 
acres for park sites would bal­ 
ance the smaller lots. 


James W. Rogers, represent­ 
ing the developer, said custom 
homes on large lots will be built 
around the golf course. Plans 
also call for apartments, town- 
houses and a small neighbor­ 
hood shopping center. 
Rogers said the first phase 


will include mostly single fami­ 
ly homes and that the entire 
development could be finished 
in six to eight years if the 
market continues to develop. 


More detailed plans will be 
presented to the planning com­ 
mission along with requests for 
rezonings. 
The Rohnert Park City Coun­ 
cil also: 


APARTMENTS - Approved 
the rezoning request of Forhim 
Corp. to permit 235 condomi­ 
nium units on 25 acres north of 
Rohnert Park expressway and 
east of the golf course. 


PARK — Directed City Mgr. 
Peter M. Gallinan to get a firm 
price on 100 acres of the John 
Rapoza Ranch in the Sonoma 
Mountain foothills for a possible 


regional park. The council 
heard that the Sonoma County 
Parks Department also looked 
at the site and may consider 
joining the city in buying and 
developing the land. 


PLANNER —■ Agreed to hire 
part-time planner Thomas Cor­ 
dili on a full-time basis for 


October at a salary of $1,500. 
MEETING — Adjourned to 
the next regular meeting on 
Oct. 16th at 7 p.m.

Viet Civilians Caught 
In Military Crossfire 


SAIGON (U PIf—Hundreds of 
scream m g civilians today got 
caught in the crossfire of bat­ 
tling South Vietnamese militia­ 


men and Com m unist troops 
who cut a highway about 25 
miles northeast of Saigon, field 
reports said. 


At least six civilians were 
killed and 28 wounded in the 
fighting on Highway 1 near the 
district headquarters of Huong 
Loc. Hundreds of minibuses, 
three-wheeled Lam brettas and 
other vehicles were backed up 
for more than 10 miles along 
the highway, the reports said. 
On the central coast Monday, 
m ilitary sources said today, 
Viet 
Cong 
troops 
tried 
to 


stampede a herd of water buf­ 
falo through a governm ent 
ranger base but the stubborn 
anim als balked at charging the 
barbed wire perimeter. A U.S. 
adviser described it as a “ Wild 
West show.” 
The U.S. command said a 
swingwing F ill fighter-bomber, 
the controversial jet brought 
back into the war last week 
after persisten t m echanical 


bugs forced its w ithdraw al 
from Indochina four years ago, 
crashed from unknown causes 
Thursday on its first combat 
mission over North Vietnam. 
Its two crewmen were missing. 
Military spokesmen said 12 
U .S. B52 bom bers overnight 
blasted Communist troop con­ 
centrations with 360 tons of 
explosives between 25 and 32 
miles from downtown Saigon, 


and reported a string of North 
Vietnamese shellings in the up­ 
per Mekong Delta 20 to 35 miles 
southwest of the capital. 
The sources said the Commu­ 
nists had begun a cam paign to 
cut roads near Saigon and car­ 
ry out terrorist actions in the 
refugee-swollen city of more 
than three million. 
The U.S. Command reported 
American warplanes flew more 


than 280 bombing raids over 
North Vietnam Monday. Hanoi 
Radio monitored in Saigon said 
a Navy A7 Corsair jet was shot 
down in one of the raids over 
Nghe An Province and claimed 
it was the 3,964th U.S. plane 
downed by the North Vietnam­ 
ese since 1964. The U.S. Com­ 
m an d ack n o w le d g e s 1,039 
planes lost over the North in 
the sam e period.

One of the strikes Monday hit 
a military installation 12 miles 
northeast of the base at Dien 
Bien Phu, scene of the final 
French defeat in Indochina in 
1954. Military spokesmen said 
pilots reported touching off sev­ 
eral m ajor fires in the attack 
184 miles northwest of Hanoi.

^111 fighter-bombers have been 
relieved of com bat m issions 
over North Vietnam following

A spokesman for Gen. Fred­ 
erick Weyand, U.S. troop com­ 
mander in Vietnam, said the 
planes w ere “ a v a ila b le ” for 


combat and were conducting 
daily Rights from their Takhli, 
Thailand, base. But the spokes­ 
man,

tions, refused to state whether 
the planes were actually being 
used in combat over North Viet­ 
nam.

As Search Fails 


A fishing expedition on the 
Marin shores of San Francisco 
Bay ended in tragedy yesterday 
with the apparent drowning of 
two persons. 
A Coast guard spokesm an 
said one of the victims, an 18- 
year-old girl, fell or slipped into 
the bay and a male companion 
jumped in to rescue her. 
Despite a search that lasted 
into the night 
and

early today, both the girl. Cindy 
Carter, and her would-be res­ 
cuer, Jam es Southerland, about 
45, both of San Pablo, were still 
missing today. 
The Coast Guard said Miss 
Carter tumbled into the bay’s 
chilly w aters at T ennessee 
Point near Golden Gate Bridge 


about 5:30 p.m. When Souther­ 
land jumped in, Miss Carter's 
brother. Larry, threw' a line 
toward the couple but was una­ 
ble to reach them. 
Carter made his way up a 
cliff and alerted a military po­ 
lice detachment at Fort Cronk- 
hite. The Coast Guard was sum­ 
moned. and a helicopter and air 
cushion vehicle searched the 
area until darkness. 
The Point Chico, an 82-foot 
Coast Guard patrol boat, ar­ 
rived soon after nightfall and 
searched without result until 
late last night. The vessel re­ 
turned to the area with a heli­ 
copter early today. 
Carter was treated for shock 
at Letterman General Hospital.

THE PLEA BARGAIN 


Is Speedy Method 
Legitimate Or Not? 


By LARRY MOWELL 
(Second of two articles) 
Is plea bargaining a plot to turn the 
courthouse over to the crim inals, to loose 
the bad guys on the good guys as soon as 
possible, or is it a legitim ate method of 
conviction? 
The answer lies in the sentence, a 
melding of contradictory theory and con­ 
flicting forces which is supposed to pro­ 
tect society, rehabilitate the crim inal and 
serve as an exam ple to others. 
Not surprisingly, everyone isn’t happy 
with the results. The “ law and order” 
faction insists that if judges would only 
throw the book at crim inals, there would 
be m ore respect for the law and less 
crim e. 


But Marin judges said the dissatisfac­ 
tion with sentencing is not the fault of 
plea bargaining. Judge Samuel W. Gardi­ 
ner said the sentences formed in plea 
negotiation “ are not substantially differ­ 
ent 
from those following a trial convic­ 
tion. 


Plea bargaining “ does not involve giv­ 
ing away anything,” he said, “ but it does 
elim inate a lot of abortive trials because 
a jury won’t convict and it does elim inate 
a lot of fighting on the part of defendants 
panicked by the prospect of a maximum 
sentence, however unlikely that m axi­ 
mum sentence may really be.” 
R ather the dearth of prison sentences 
is attributable to penal theorists who 
m aintain that if a man is imprisoned, he 
will eventually be released worse than he 
\vent in. Wouldn’t it be better to place 
him on probation and try to m ake him a 
p ro d u ctiv e m em b er of so ciety , they 
argue. 
The judges worry about both the puni­ 
tive and rehabilitative sides of the coin, 
but apparently Joe Citizen doesn’t. All he 
wants is to leave home without having it 
burglarized and walk the street without 
being mugged, raped and robbed. 
“ I think people expect the courts to be 
more punitive,” 
Henry J. Broderick, 
presiding judge of M arin Superior Court, 
said. 
What people don’t realize he said, is 
that judges have to weigh other factors 
than punishment. 
. 
“ The misconception arises from the 
fact that judges aren ’t encouraged to 
send people to prison,” he said. “ Whether 
that is right or wrong, that is the way 
things are going.” 
Given the statewide effort to cut the 
population of non-rehabilitative prisons 
and the prevailing penal philosophy of 
handling cnm inals at thé local level with 
jail tim e and probation subsidized by the 
state, judges have a fertile field for plea 
negotiating. 
Defendants “ are all shaky. For every 
felony you've got a potential state prison- 


e r” Judge E. W arren McGuire said. The 
guilty are willing to trade their slight 
chance of acquittal by a jury for the 
assurance they won’t be packed off to 
prison, according to McGuire. 
Even if a judge has to pare a couple of 
months of jail off a proposed sentence to 
obtain a guilty plea, it is worth it, 
McGuire said. “ What is the real differ­ 
ence between six and nine months when 
you look at the overall picture?” 
He said jail is not rehabilitative and 
ceases to have much extra punitive effect 
after six months. 
Furtherm ore, McGuire said, probation 
and a short jail term aren ’t the good deal 
people think they are. “ It is the worst 
thing you can get,” he said. 
A m an on probation for a felony has 
state prison hanging over his head even 
for a minor violation until the probation 
expires. Probation is imposed som etim es 
for up to five years. 
Probation has the further advantages 
of allowing a probation officer to tailor a 
rehabilitation program for the crim inal, 
but proponents of prison, notably Dist. 
Atty. Bruce B. Bales, claim there is 
nothing like a dose of prison. 
Judge Broderick said the district attor­ 
ney's inflexible state prison recom m en­ 
dations mean the prosecution isn’t much 
help in deciding a sentence during plea 
bargaining. 
Public defender Harold J. T ruett fur­ 
ther condemned 
the district attorney 
approach to plea bargaining. 
“ I think at the present tim e it is being 
distorted here in M arin County not for 
legal, but for political purposes. So long 
as the judge is acting as the interm ediary 
here, the D.A. can play like Pontius 
Pilate and wash his hands of the whole 
thing.” 
One of the reasons judges don’t usually 
follow the prison recom m endations of the 
district attorney was pointed out by 
Judge Samuel WT. G ardiner. Judges have 
fre q u en t sen ten cin g conferences w ith 
psychiatrists and criminologists to in­ 
form each judge what the prevailing 
attitude is on sentencing. 
The idea is to produce some uniform ity 
in sentencing so that a defendant’s sen­ 
tence doesn't depend too much on w hat 
judge he gets. Lockup, considered coun­ 
terproductive, is no longer the essential 
elem ent in sentences, the judge said in a 
letter to Chief Justice Donald R. Wright 
of the state Suprem e Court. 
The goal can be broken down into three 
very simple objectives: It is to rehabili­ 
tate, 
it is to deter others, it is to 
incarcerate the incorrigible. These, then, 
need to be balanced, but if all of us will 
take a good look and the public will take 
a good look at the fact that there are 
these three goals and no others, if they

When West opened the king of 
hearts, South casually dropped 
the seven of hearts from his 
hand. This unnecessarily higf 
card, known to bridge players 
as a false card, persuaded West 
to continue the suit. 
West had seen his partner 
follow suit with the nine of 
hearts to the first trick. This 
would be the beginning of an 
encouraging signal if East also 
held the three or the deuce of 
hearts. When South produced 
the seven of hearts, W'est 
thought that South had no lower 
hearts and that East therefore 
held the three and the two. 
WEST HOODWINKED 
Convinced that his partner 
was encouraging a continua­ 
tion, West led the ace of hearts 
at the second trick.

This false card was a very 
elementary weapon, but it 
worked, as it usually does.

On The Way 
To London 


With airplane hijackings so 
much in the news these days it 
should be no surprise that dis­ 
gruntled passengers are suing 
the airlines for damages. 
Mrs. Koop was a passenger 
on a flight to London when one 
of the passengers diverted the 
plane to Arabia. When the hi­ 
jacking was announced to the 
passengers, Mrs. Koop became 
very frightened. She feared that 
at any moment the nervous 
hijacker might fire his gun and 
injure her or cause the plane to 
crash. 
Two days after the hijacking 
Mrs. Koop was safely ieturned 
to London. But she still suffered 
mental anguish and distress. 
She sued the airline for dam­ 
ages. 
When a passenger is aboard 
an international flight, his 
rights may be governed by 
international law. The Warsaw 
Convention is the main agree­ 
ment setting forth passengers’ 
rights, and the liabilities of the 
airline. Look at your airline 
ticket. If it is for an internation­ 
al flight, there will be frequent 
reference to this Convention. 
This agreement limits recov­ 
ery for “bodily injury” to $75,- 
000. The airline claimed that 
Mrs. Koop suffered no bodily 
injury, only mental anguish. 


Nader Asks C o x 
Bill Passage A id 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Ralph 
Nader has appealed to former 
associate Edward F. Cox to ask 
his father-in-law, President 
Nixon, to support Senate pas­ 
sage of the consumer protection 
bill. 
Cox worked as a ‘‘Nader’s 
Raider” when he was a Har­ 
vard law student in 1970, the 
year before he married Tricia 
Nixon. 
“I ask you to appeal directly 
to the President today to sup­ 
port the consumer protection 
bill, or at a minimum that you 
urge him to order a relation of 
obstructive efforts by his assist­ 
ants,” Nader said Monday in a 
letter to Cox. 


But she had lost weight and 
suffered a rash.

The Warsaw Convention also 
limits liability on baggage. If a 
passenger is carrying valua­ 
bles, he should purchase addi­ 
tional insurance. If his baggage 
is lost, he is bound by the limits 
of liability. Similar limits also 
apply to local carriers — air­ 
line, bus and train. 
Carriers owe a high degree of 
care to their passengers. They 
must protect them against as­ 
sault, for example, from a 
drunken passenger. But a car­ 
rier is not an insurer of safety. 
A sudden, unexpected down­ 
draft which causes the plane to 
fall or jerk may not be a 
liability to the airline. These 
may be risks the passenger 
must take. 
If a person is riding as a 
guest in a private plane, he is 
bound by the same rules as a 
guest in a car. There is no 
liability unless there is wilful 
misconduct by the pilot.

programs. 
Tax News, the association’s 
newsletter, reported the stands 
on the measures in its Septem­ 
ber issue. The association de­ 
clared its opposition to proposi­ 
tions 1. 2. 3. 4, 6, 8, 9, 10, 12, 13. 
15, 16 and 20. It took no position 
on the remaining seven.

Normally the Democratic 
nomination is tantamount to 
election in the distrit, but Mrs. 
Abzug’s abrasive personality 
has alienated many reform 
Democrats. 
Since the positions of the two 
women are in most respects the 
same, the campaign is expected 
to center on the personality and 
the effectiveness of Mrs. Abzug.

TONEFF PLAYED FOR the 49ers, mostly as a 
defensive end, from 1952 to 1959 when he was 
traded to the Washington Redskins where he 
remained until ’65. He was traded mid-season and 
finished out that year with the Pittsburgh Steel- 
ers, a team for which he still does some scouting. 
Of all the defeats, the Detroit 31-27 win over the 
49ers in a playoff for the Western Conference title 
in 1957 sticks out in Toneff’s mind. 


4 That was awful. I thought we had tried to sit 
on that 24-7 halftime lead and I let ‘Red’ Hickey 
(then 49er offensive line coach) know how I felt,” 
said Toneff. “I know that’s why I was traded.” 
The trading away of Toneff came prior to the 
1959 season, the year that Hickey took over from 
Frankie Albert. “ I was the first player traded by 
Hickey when he became the head coach,” said 
Toneff. 


HE WAS PLAYING in the days of the 49ers’ 
“ million dollar backfield” of quarterback Y.A. 
Tittle and runners Hugh McElhenny, Joe Perry 
and John Henry Johnson. 


“ I never did understand how the 49ers could 
have traded away Tittle,” said Toneff, shaking 
his head. That’s okay. I don’t think anyone ever 
figured that one out. 


During his tenure in professional football, 
Toneff played center, tackle and guard offensive­ 
ly and tackle, end and linebacker on defense. He 
played in four pro bowl all-star games, 1956 when 
he was with the 49ers and 1959, 60 and 61 when he 
was a Redskin. 
He gave coaching football a thought once, four 
years ago when he helped Norm Van Brocklin get 
a team of college all-stars ready to play against 
the Green Bay Packers. 


BUT HE REALIZES the problems involved in 
coaching, especially on the assistant level, where 
things are not too stable. You know, here today, 
gone tomorrow. 
Toneff and his wife are still trying to get over 
that tragedy of last March when their 13-year-old 
daughter, Alene, was killed by a hit-and-run 
driver on Butterfield Road, near the Toneff home. 
A 19-year-old boy was arrested and later adm it­ 
ted his guilt. 
It was a terrible blow for a fine guy like Toneff. 


TIME FOR ONE FLASH — My New York 
spies tell me not to believe all those stories Rick 
Barry is handing out about staying in New York 
and giving up basketball in favor of television.

Snow might not have been in 
Marin County but that didn’t 
stop the San Francisco Ski Pa­ 
trol from being here. 
Some 50 members of the San 
Francisco unit working in 
Squaw Valley to facilitate rec­ 
re a tio n a l sk iin g o p e ra tio n s 
came to Tamalpais High School 
in Mill Valley Saturday for a 
first aid refresher course. The 
registered patrolmen were giv­ 
en lectures, practical problems 
and examinations. 
These registered patrolmen, 
who are called upon to give 
first aid in emergency ski con­ 
ditions, “took this yearly course 
to remain registered with the 
National Ski Patrol, according 
to Jim Keane, San Francisco 
Ski Patrol leader. 
Knowledge of first aid prob­ 
lem s, definitions, treatm en ts 


and objectives are covered in 
this com prehensive refresher 
course. 


The study also featured a 
four-hour review and avalanche 
lectures Sunday in Lafayette. 
The clinic concludes with a 
four-hour ski equipment review 
and toboggan run in the snow 
sometime after Thanksgiving.

Lake Placid Or 
Squaw Valley 


DENVER (U PD -The Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency 
(EPA) indicated Monday con­ 
sideration should be given to 
having the 1976 Winter Olym­ 
pics at Squaw Valley, Calif., or 
Lake Placid, N.Y., rather than 
in Colorado.

It was like old times for Mickey Lolich Monday 
night as he pitched the Detroit Tigers to within 
one game of the American League’s Eastern 
Division title with a pressure performance rem i­ 
niscent of the three games he won in the 1968 
world series. 
In a game that has to rank as the most 
important the portly left-hander has pitched since 
he bested Bob Gibson in the final game of the 
series four years ago, Lolich hurled a six-hitter 
and struck out 15 Boston Red Sox as the Tigers 
moved into first place with a 4-1 victory. 
A win over Boston tonight or 
Wednesday will clinch the flag 
for Detroit and send the Tigers 
into the AL playoffs against the 
Oakland Athletics, the Western 
Division champions, on Satur­ 
day. 
Lolich, who had volunteered 
to pitch on Sunday with only 
two days rest, was manager 
Billy Martin’s choice to start in 
the big series opener against 
the Red Sox instead. 
Lolich was overpowering in 
the first seven innings, striking 
out 14 men. But in the third he 
got into a jam, and only a 
baserunmng mishap by usually 
sure-footed Luis Aparicio pre­ 
vented the Red Sox from a big 
inning. 
Tommy Harper singled with 
one out and raced to third on 
Aparicio’s hit and run single to 
left field 
Then a ball hit by 
Carl Yastrzemski to right cen­ 
ter just dropped beyond the 
reach of Mickey Stanley for a 
double, scoring Harper to tie 
the game 1-1. On the play, 
Aparicio was attem pting to 
score too. but slipped rounding 
third and hustled back to the 
bag only to find Yastrzemski 
there waiting for him. Yaz was 
tagged out and Lolich stranded 
Aparicio when he fanned Reg­ 
gie Smith. 
Lolich, now 22-14, walked five

“ I have followed the advice of 
waterfowl experts and concur 
with their recom m endations 
that if we err, we should err on 
the side of sound conservation. 
“Canvasbacks long have been 
considered one of the premier 
waterfowl of the continent. Ge­ 
nerations of hunters have been 
delighted with this fine game 
bird, and it has been held in the 
highest esteem by all familiar 
with our waterfowl resources.” 


MORTON SAID that Interi­ 
or's Fish and Wildlife Service is 
studying the possibility that the 
declining quality of habitat in 
certain key areas may be af­ 
fecting the status of canvas­ 
backs. 
The possible effects of dis­ 
ease, pesticides and other pollu­ 
tants also will be studied under 
an expanded research program 
on canvasbacks which is being 
financed by a special $200,000 
appropriation. 
Framework regulations, with­ 
in which states select their 
hunting seasons, are estab ­ 
lished by the Fish and Wildlife 
Service after recommendations 
have been made by state wild­ 
life agencies, flyway councils 
and major private conservation 
organizations.

except in some special cases. It 
took me four years to learn 
how.” 


Loughlin became a quarter­ 
back, he says, because he 
couldn’t fit in anywhere else.

Bill To Curtqil 
Blackouts Urged 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ar­ 
guing there is “ no reason on 
earth” why sellout sports con­ 
tests shouldn’t be televised to 
hometown fans, Sen. J. Glenn 
Beall Jr., R-Md., today urged 
enactment of legislation to cur­ 
tail broadcast blackouts. 


Beall made his point as Sen­ 
ate hearings began on a bill 
that would prohibit local TV 
blackouts of professional con­ 
tests that are sold out 48 hours 
before game time. 


“ If a home game is sold out, 
there is no reason on earth that 
it should not be televised in that 
area...,” Beall said in testimo­ 
ny prepared for a Senate com­ 
munications subcommittee. 
“The people were once the 
sole source of support for pro­ 
fessional football teams, but 
they have been forgotten amid 
the incredible financial success 
the sport has attained. The fans 
have a legitimate complaint 
that the owners have ignored 
for too long.” 
Though designed to affect all 


of the four major professional 
sports, the bill is aimed prim ar­ 
ily at the National Football 
League and its rule banning 
television coverage within a 75- 
mile radius of the home stadi­ 
um. 
B a se b a ll, b a sk e tb a ll and 
hockey leagues—which also 
would be affected by the mea­ 
sure—have similar rules, al­ 
though they are sometimes re­ 
laxed. 
Beall said it is virtually im­ 
possible for his constituents to 
get tickets to see either the 
Baltimore Colts or the Washing­ 
ton Redskins.

Development 


The Petaluma City Council 
last night neared agreement 
with Sonoma County on the 
development of Shollenberger 
River Park 
A preliminary draft of a joint 
agreement was favorably re­ 
ceived by councilmen although 
it involved spending an extra 
$17.000 in city funds not pre­ 
viously included. 
In the agreement, the city 
would provide sewer and water 
service to the paik adjacent to 
the city boat lau iching ramp 
Councilman Richard Clecak 
said the council would have to 
appropriate an additional $17,- 
000 to replace a two-inch water 
line with an eight-inch line 
needed to serve the park. 
The county would develop 
four acres initially with picnic 
and play equipment as well as 
fencing the entire 20-acre park. 
Organizations such as little 
leagues and soccer leagues 
would then have two years to 
construct play areas on the 
remaining portion. If that were 
to fail, the land would revert 
back to the city to develop as it 
wished. 
Clecak said no city money 
other than the $17.000 would be 
needed during the first two 
years of development and that 
funds during that time could go 
to development at Lucchesi 
Park on Maria Drive. 
Supervisor Philip L. Joerger 
said he was pleased that misun­ 
derstandings of the past 
seemed to be cleared up with 
the agreement. He warned the 
city council not to vacillate on 
the $17,000 outlay since it will 
receive a $239,000 park in ex­ 
change. 
The preliminary draft goes 
next to the county board for its 
approval and preparation in fi­ 
nal form.

City's Tax On 
Hotels Boosted 


SAN FRANCISCO <UPI)- 
The Board of Supervisors voted 
Monday to increase the city tax 
on hotel rents by half a per 
cent, so that it will be 6 per 
cent. 


The increased money, antici­ 
pated at $370,000 a year, will be 
used to provide housing for 
persons displaced by the Yerba 
Buena Redevelopment Project, 
which includes a convention 
center. 


Supervisors also voted to re­ 
duce the city sewage tax so that 
it will provide $6.3 million a 
year, instead of the expected 
$12.8 million. 


Additional funds needed for 
the sewer program are to come 
from federal revenue sharing, 
the city’s new share of gasoline 
taxes and the sale of surplus 
property 


Fnder the new rates, residen­ 
tial users will pay 85 cents a 
month instead of the present 
charges which average $2.40 
per residence. 


Non-residential water users 
will be charged between $2.50 
and $90 a month for the sewer 
tax. depending on how much 
water they use. They also will 
be charged 40 per cent of their 
water bill. 
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Pot, Beer In Car Lead

90 Killed As Soviet 
Jetliner Goes Down 


MOSCOW (U PI)—A Soviet 
airlines IL18 passenger plane 
crashed on takeoff from the 
resort city of Sochi either Sun­ 
day or Monday, killing all 
aboard, sources close to the air 
travel industry said today. 
The sources said between 90 


and 100 persons perished in the 
crash. 
Such accidents are only rare­ 
ly announced in the Soviet Un­ 
ion, and then usually only 
weeks or months after they 
occur. 
The last known Soviet air 


crash occurred in August, 1971, 
when an Aeroflot twin-jet TY104 


crashed and exploded on take­ 
off from the Siberian airport of 


Irkutsk, killing all 97 persons 
aboard. It was the worst-known 


Soviet commercial airline di 
saster. 


On Dec. 31. 1970, an IL18 
crashed at Leningrad when its 
four turboprop engines failed on 


takeoff. All 90 persons aboard 
died.

Alameda County beauty queen 
contestant, now lives with her 
mother in Kingman. Kan. 
She was thrown from a vehi­ 
cle that crashed in Foster City 
on April 6. 1967. at a curve 
where 13 other injury accidents, 
one of them fatal, had occurred 
The San Mateo County Supe­ 
rior Court jury was told that 
Mrs. Carothers was taken to 
Mills Memorial Hospital in San 
Mateo where two doctors pro 
nounced her dead 


Tuesday, October 3, 1972 
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A brain surgeon. Dr. Theo­ 
dore Baiz, was summoned be­ 
cause a nurse thought he might 
have “ some academic interest 
in the body.” He detected a 
“ flicker of life” and after 10 
days of treatment and surgery 
determined that Mrs. Carothers 
was alive. 
After five years of treatment, 
he testified. Mrs. Carothers has 
reached the intelligence level of 
<i “ dull child.”

California has the w o rld ’s 
g re a te s t 
volume 
of 
public 
school law. 


The bulky California Educa­ 
tion Code lays down rules for 
everything from what can be 
put on a high school diploma to 
what must be stamped on the 
flyleaf of library books and 
how to figure week-end over­ 
time pay. 
An appellate court judge in a 
suit known as Horton vs. Whip­ 
ple. involving the “ed code.” 
once prefaced his decision with 
the words: “ At the outset, it 
may be observed that any at­ 
tempt to apply literally all the 
various provisions of the school 
law 
would 
lead 
to 
hopeless 
confusion.” This was judicial 
u nde rstate m e n t. A ttem pts to 
apply just one of them often 
lead to hopeless confusion. 


FOR YEARS, there has been 
agitation among school people 
and politicians for a “ permis­ 
sive education code” — mean­ 
ing a code that, as do those in 
many states, lays down general 
laws 
governing 
the 
public 
schools and leaves the details 
up to the 
local districts. A 
legislative ♦ committee is sup­ 
posed to be studying such a 
code for California right now. 
This “ permissive ed code” 
agitation is behind Proposition 
5 on the Nov. 7 ballot. But 
Propositon 5 would not provide 
such a code. It would, instead, 
add to the present confusion. 
Here s what it would add to 
Article IX. Section 14 of the 
state constitution: 


THE LEGISLATURE MAY 
AUTHORIZE the governments 
of all school districts to initiate 


SACRAMENTO SCENE 


and carry on any programs, 
activities, or to otherwise act in 
any manner which is not in 
conflict with the laws and pur­ 
poses for which school districts 
are established.” 
Aside 
from 
the 
sentence 
being slightly ungrammatical, 
note that it opens with, “ The 
Legislature may authorize. . . ” 
The Legislature now may au­ 
thorize school districts to do 
just what Proposition 5 pur­ 
ports to permit. The proposition 
would not remove any curb on 
such power from the constitu­ 
tion. because none is there. 


THE REASON the California 
Education Code is full of ridicu­ 
lous requirements (yet fails to 
include basic requirements for 
high school graduation or to 
spell out the powers of district 
superintendents, among other 
things) is because the Legisla­ 
ture has made it that way. 
If the Legislature wants a 
permissive education code, it 
can make one. No constitution­ 
al amendment is necessary. 
Proposition 5 is being touted 
as a “ home rule” proposition, 
to 
give school boards 
more 
power. Yet, as Assemblyman 
John Vasconcellos, D-Camp- 
bell. says in his ballot argu­ 
ment for it: “ The Legislature 
would still keep the power to 
impose specific requirements 
or 
prohibitions 
upon 
local 
school boards.” 
And all the existing require­ 
ments and prohibitions would 
remain on the books. 
This is a pointless piece of 
nothing with which to clutter 
up the already-cluttered Cali­ 
fornia Constitution. We see no 
virtue in it. 


Two Ballot Propositions 


Would Aid Blind Veterans 


By EARL 


Excepting during time of war. and for 
a very short period immediately thereaft­ 
er. flag waving in behalf of veterans is 
rare. When the veterans have been en­ 
gaged in a war as unpopular as Vietnam, 
it doesn't exist. 


But even in little wars, men answer the 
call to colors because it is their solemn 
duty, not because they have any irresist- 
able urge to engage in deadly battle. In 
doing so they are actmg in behalf of 
every citizen of America and their de­ 
scendants to come. 


This country's treatment of veterans 
has been anything but generous. In most 
ca>es it has been a reluctant, and often 
grudging, recognition of an obligation to 
those who served in the dirty business of 
war. 


In a most temporarv moment of grate­ 
fulness. many states have voted bonuses 
or some other idle gesture to the return­ 
ing war heroes These actions are akin to 
tipping the waiter. 


CALIFORNIA 
HAS exercised better 
judgment. This state recognized bonuses 
are costly and have no redeeming merit 
-ince the amounts granted can have no 
lasting benefit 
In its place the state, 
following World War I, established the 
f irm and home loan program and grant­ 
ed a $1,000 property tax exemption. 


Both 
programs 
sought 
to help the 
veteran help himself Both programs also 
were aimed at an overall state benefit, 
that of encouraging the veteran, through 
home ownership, to become a stable 
citizen. 
Some years ago. and not too long after 
World War II. when the public schools 
first started being pinched for funds 
derived through property taxes, attacks 
were made upon the veteran property tax 
exemptions. 


(,. WATERS 


Testifying before a Senate committee, 
representatives of the disabled veterans 
'aid that while they resented the veteran 
exemption being singled out separate 
from those granted to others, they would 
welcome a change. In fact, they said, 
they would gladly give up the general 
veteran property tax exemption if it was 
replaced with a total exemption on the 
homes of those who had been 100 per cent 
disabled in war. 


At the time the Legislature did not act. 
Meanwhile, through new interpretations 
of the law. county assessors practically 
eliminated 
the veteran exemption by 
applying a total wealth test. Today a 
v eteran must either be a pauper or a liar 
to benefit by the property tax exemption. 


SUBSEQUENTLY the Legislature did 
move in the direction of the disabled 
veterans 
recommendations. As a result 
constitutional amendments were passed 
granting 310,000 exemptions to double 
amputees but only $5,000 to those blinded 
as a result of war injuries. 
The disparity between the amputees 
and the biind is now’ in the ballot to be 
remedied. Proposition 10 would increase 
the exemption for the blind to $10,000 but 
would limit if to homes acquired through 
federal grants 
Proposition 12 is much 
fairer It would also increase the exemp­ 
tion but would make it apply, as in the 
case of amputees, to his home regardless 
of how he acquired it. 
While aid to the veterans is not a state 
responsibility, 
the facts are that the 
federal government allowance for 100 per 
cent disabled veterans is less than $500 a 
month 
There are only about 700 blind 
veterans who would qualify, which is 
about the same number as the double 
amputees now benefiting. 
The further fact is that most of these 
veterans are entirely tax supported now' 
so requiring them to pay property taxes 
is merely exchanging money from one 
pocket to another.

Mixed Feelings 
On Council Stories 


, I’ve been following with interest your 
recent series of articles on San Rafael 
city councilmen and their luncheon and 
travel expenses. The articles, particular­ 
ly the latest one regarding trips to 
Hawaii, have left me with mixed feelings. 
Investigative reporting is an avocation 
and a talent that seems sadly to be 
disappearing from the media in our 
country. The Independent-Journal, and 
the people of San Rafael, are fortunate to 
have a reporter such as Nels Johnson, 
who is not only interested but capable of 
displaying journalistic initiative. I have 
always believed that it is the right and 
the obligation of newspapers and report­ 
ers to investigate and print sotries which 
are legitimate news. 
On the other hand, the recent San 
Rafael “expose” stories and headlines, 
particularly the one on the Hawaiian 
trips, are coming dangerously close to 
sensationalism, insinuation and implica­ 
tion, in my opinion. The Hawaii story 
repeatedly used the word “junket” in 
referring to the councilmen’s trips . . . 
On the contrary, they were conventions 
attended by representatives of cities all 
over the country. And, they apparently 
resulted in considerable benefit to the 
city. Wordings such as “unpublicized 
trips revealed”, and “the trio said they 
had no misgivings . . . ” imply that there 
should be some guilt or shame connected 
with the (rips. In fact, the news story 
contains nothing to show that this should 
be the case. 
I 
do 
not 
know the details of the 
luncheon meetings (except one) and can 
neither defend nor condemn the council­ 
men for spending the reported sums. I do 
know, however, that luncheon meetings 
are standard in American business today, 
as are convention trips. The amounts of 
money reported in your stories as spent 
on lunches were not out of the ordinary 
for San Francisco or Marin County busi­ 
nessmen. And I am not aware of any 
businessman who would take a trip to 
Hawaii, stay at a convention for four 
days, and charge his company less than 
$600 for expenses . . . 
As one San Rafael citizen, I like to 
believe my councilmen are mature, hon­ 
est people. They are all busy men, and 
lunch seems a logical time to meet. 
Personally, I believe San Rafael should 
be represented at national conventions 
and conferences of city officials, and 
within reason, I would not quibble over 
the expenses. 
. . . I just somehow wish that Mr. 
Johnson's abilities and enthusiasm could 
be directed toward more significant and 
critical areas that really need a penetrat­ 
ing journalistic analysis.

In 1964, Americans voted in droves 
against Barry Goldwater because they 
wanted to stay out of the Vietnam war. 
So Lyndon Johnson was elected and led 
them into the very war they had hoped to 
avoid. 
In 1972, it looks more and more as 
though Americans will vote in droves 
against George McGovern because they 
think by so doing that they will put an 
end to the “welfare ethic” in the United 
States. 
But if Richard Nixon is re-elected, 
which seems the more likely outcome, 
the Congress is virtually certain to ap­ 
prove Mr. Nixon’s welfare reform pro­ 
gram, which includes provisions for mini­ 
mum family income support at $2,400 a 
year, and this means that minimum 
welfare for every American family will 
become part of the American system. 


THE ISSUE, which swayed most voters 
in 1964 was a false one, as the results in 
Vietnam demonstrated. We would dearly 
like to know whether a President Goldwa­ 
ter would also have escalated the Viet­ 
nam war. We never will know. But 
Americans certainly did not escape that 
escalation by voting against Senator 
Goldwater. 
The so-called “welfare ethic” seems 
rapidly becoming the dominant issue in 
this 1972 campaign, and it is just as false. 
First, those who talk about the “wel­ 
fare ethic” as being contrary to the 
“ work ethic” are in ignorance of, or 
deliberately ignoring, the results of tech­ 
nical studies which demolish any theory 
that those who are on welfare are there 
because they prefer welfare to work. 
On the contrary, those on welfare are 
in two classes. Many are on welfare 
because age, infirmity, or illness have 
made it impossible for them to work. 
Civilized societies have alway taken care 
of such people. The overwhelming major­ 
ity of the others on welfare are there 
because failure to find jobs has eroded 
confidence in ability to get or to hold 


jobs. But even among those who have 
given up hope, there is a residual prefer­ 
ence for work over welfare. 


IT IS SIMPLY not true that any 
significant number of Americans prefer 
welfare to supporting themselves by hon­ 
est effort. Doubters should consult “Do 
The Poor Want to Work” by Leonard 
Goodwin, published by the Brookings 
Institution, Washington, D.C. 
The difference between the Nixon and 
McGovern welfare plans is $800 a year 
for a mother with four dependent chil­ 
dren. The original Nixon plan would 
provide a $2,400 minimum income, to 
which the Senate Finance Committee is 
considering adding $800 in food stamps. 
Senator McGovern would go to $4,000, but 
has said he would be willing to accept the 
Nixon version of the welfahe reform bill. 
In other words, the two candidates are 
in substantial agreement with most peo­ 
ple who have seriously studied the wel­ 
fare problem. Virtually everyone, includ­ 
ing both candidates, agrees that the 
present system is hopelessly out of date 
and needs drastic overhaul. They agree 
that the United States should have a 
uniform system. They agree that the new 
system should be designed to encourage 
work. And they agree that it should also 
include a minimum family support ele­ 
ment. 
That is what other modern civilized 
countries have. It is what the United 
States is headed toward. 
The day of its coming might conceiva­ 
bly be delayed in a wrangle between a 
president of one party and a Congress of 
the other. Democrats don’t really want 
Mr. Nixon to get credit for launching the 
new welfare system, or vice versa. The 
time of the coming of the new system 
may be affected by whether the man who 
wins the White House also wins the 
Congress, but not by the choice for the 
presidency.

Once 'Conquered' Venereal 


Venereal disease, an ancient scourge 
that modern medicine thought it had 
conquered, is reaching epidemic propor­ 
tions throughout America. 
The number of cases of infectious 
syphilis and gonorrhea reported to public 
health authorities has increased by more 
than 25 per cent during the past two 
years. 
VD now ranks as America’s second 
most widespread communicable disease 
—surpassed in frequency of incidence 
only by the common cold. And all indica­ 
tions are that the rise is continuing, 
perhaps accelerating. 
The figures are even more alarming 
than they appear, for they cover only 
officially reported cases of VD. Public 
health officials are sure millions of cases 
go unreported and untreated. 


BOTH SYPHILIS and gonorrhea can be 
cured with modern antibiotics if treated 
in their early stages, when their symp­ 
toms are plainly apparent. But if left 
untreated, both diseases may go under­ 
ground, as it were. Superficial symptoms 
disappear, leaving the patient with the 
illusion that 
he’s well. Actually, the 
deadly spirochetes at this point are 
spreading through the body. 
Without treatment, venereal disease 
can lead eventually to heart disease, 
blindness, sterility or insanity.

The resurgence of VD as a major 
national health problem is ironic because 
not many years ago medical authorities 
were speaking of it, along with polio, 
smallpox and tuberculosis, as one of the 
once-dread diseases which were well on 
the way to elimination through new drug 
and vaccine discoveries. 


BUT AMERICANS got overconfident 
about VD too soon. Appropriations for a 
nationwide campaign against the social 
diseases were drastically reduced. 
There was a letdown in efforts to 
educate all segments of the public about 
the highly contagious nature of VD; the 
manner in which it is transmitted (almost 
exclusively through sexual intercourse 
with an 
infected partner); 
the early 
symptoms of infection; the ease of treat­ 
ment with modern drugs; the often fatal 
consequences of leaving it untreated. 
The result is that a generation of young 
people has grown up in America who do 
not take VD very seriously as a menace 
to health, and rarely take precautions. 
Much controversy has swirled lately 
around the question of whether, when or 
how general sex education should be 
offered in schools. W’hatever your posi­ 
tion on that issue, surely there can be no 
argument about the need for direct, 
explicit, vivid instruction of teen-agers 
about the perils of venereal disease.

“He went to the gambling 
casinos in Las Vegas to see 
Hughes, and of course while he 
was waiting he tried a few of 
the tables,” Gripe explained. 


ONE OF THE MOST unusual 
episodes involved a city planner 
who ran up a bill of $2.1 million 
to get an aerial map of his city, 
Gripe said.

ONCE IN A WHILE, Gripe 
said, a record-holder gets into 
trouble because of the notoriety 
gained by being included in the 
book. 
“ For instance,” he said, “we 
listed a city m anager who 
nicked the city for his fines at 
Rotary Club luncheons, about 
$726 worth. Well, the city paid 
his birthday and anniversary 
fines without any fuss, but 
when he got fined for having a 
new car, they started checking. 
“ As it turned out the city 
awarded contracts for four new 
cars and got three. The city 
m anager had the other one.” 
Gripe said there was no end 
to the ways that people can 
nick the public till and at last 
count, there were 3,146 varia­ 
tions.

WASHINGTON (IT I) -Hono­ 
lulu has the highest median 
family income among the na­ 
tion’s largest 50 cities and four 
California cities are in the top 
10, the Census Bureau said 
Monday. 


The median family income in 
Honolulu, according to 1970 cen­ 
sus figures, was $12,539, more 
than $800 ahead of second-place 
San Jose, Calif., at $11.927. 


Median income means that 
half the families make more 
than the average amount and 
half make less. 


The amounts were tabulated 
for central cities alone and did 
not include larger metropolitan 
areas.

He announced his mar­ 
riage to Joanna Holland, 32, a 
former model. 
Carson, 46. told his guests 
that many columnists had been 
asking when he would marry 
Miss Holland, “ so I think I will 
tell you that we were married 
at 1:30 this afternoon.” It was 
the first marriage for Miss 
Holland, and the third for Car­ 
son, who was granted an uncon- 
tested divorce in New York last 
June from Joanne Carson. 


CHICAGO (UPI) —Byron 
James Rice, sought for more 
than six years for the slaying of 
an armored car guard and on 
the FBI's most wanted list for 
more than four years, walked 
into FBI headquarters Monday 
and surrendered. 
“ He said he got tired of 
running and was just fed up 
with it,” an FBI agent said. 
The FBI said Rice, now 36, 
and two accomplices allegedly 
shot and killed the guard in 
Mountain View', Calif., on Feb. 
21. 1966, during a holdup which 
netted them $30,000. 
Fleeing from city to city, the 
FBI said. Rice worked various­ 
ly as a earpeter, janitor, labor­ 
er, maintenance man. security 
guard and stockroom clerk. He 
had been living in the Chicago 
area for about three years, an 
FBI source said, and recently 
had been working as a laborer 
on a shipping dock. 
“ We found out that he had 
been here and we wrere appar­ 
ently close to him on two or 
three occasions,” the F B I 
source said. “ He was moving 
regularly and never stayed at 
one place more than six months 
at a time. 
“ Today he just walked into 
our Chicago offices and told the 
receptionist Tm Byron James 
Rice and I want to see an 
agent.’ He said he got tired of 
running and was just fed up 
w ith it.” 
Rice, a native of Salt Lake 
City, Utah, had been on the 
F B I’s most wanted list since 
July, 1968 —longer than ail but 
three of the men and women 
currently on the roster. 
He was the first most-wanted 
fugitive to be caught since 
Karlton Lewis Armstrong, one 


of four men wanted in a Univer­ 
sity of Wisconsin bombing in 
which a man was killed, was 
arrested by Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police in Toronto, 
Ont. Feb. 16. 
Rice's surrender reduced the 
number of the F B I’s most-want-. 
ed fugitives to 10 for the first 
time in more than a year. The 
list was expanded beyond its 
usual 10 a few years ago to 
include a number of radical 
leftists. 
A federal warrant was issued 
for Rice at San Jose on June 28. 
1966. It charged him with un­ 
lawful interstate flight to avoid 
prosecution for conspiracy, 
armed robbery and murder. 
Two men accused with Rice 
in the killing of the armored 
car guard were apprehended 
previously, convicted and sen­ 
tenced to life imprisonment.
